USDEL LEARNED THAT THE PHILIPPINES IS RECEIVING HEAVY 
PRESSURE TO ABANDON COMPROMISE EFEORTS TO MERGE COLOMBIAN 
AND PHILIPPINE TEXTS ON UN CHARTER AND STRENGTHENING 
ROLE OF UN IN FAVOR OF COLOMBIAN TEXT. SUCH MERGER HAD BEEN

AT REQUEST OF WYZNER (POLAND), USDELOFFS POINTED OUT

SUPPORT IT. WYZNER AGREED TO VIRTUALLY ALL SUGGESTIONS
